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MAJOR NEW COLLECTION CATALOGUES RELEASED BY CMA 

CLEVELAND — The latest research on European paintings and on ancient Egyptian art at the 
Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) is emerging this spring in two major catalogues of the 
museum’s collections. The two-volume book European Paintings of the 19 th Century is now 
available in the museum’s stores. It provides color photographs and complete analyses of 234 
pictures by painters of 12 nationalities. The Catalogue of Egyptian Art' s 510 entries examine 
every object from 5,000 BC through the Greco-Roman period; that book debuts later this month. 
The paintings catalogue is made possible by The Andrew W. Mellon Foundation. The Egyptian 
catalogue is made possible by grants from The Andrew W. Mellon Foundation and the National 
Endowment for the Arts, a federal agency. 

Both new catalogues unite state-of-the-art historical scholarship and scientific study, and 
both begin with richly detailed introductions about the formation of the collections from before 
the museum opened its doors in 1916. Both publications coincide with major thematic gallery 
reinstallations — the 19 th -century galleries, completed in 1997, and the Egyptian galleries, 
scheduled to reopen this September. 

The team working on the paintings catalogue was led by Louise d’Argencourt, a noted 
scholar of 19 th -century French painting, who collaborated with CMA curatorial research assistant 
Roger Diederen. This catalogue joins European Paintings Before 1500, published in 1974, and 
European Paintings of the 16 lh , 17 th , and 18 th Centuries, published in 1982. A selection of 19 th - 
century artists represented by major paintings in Cleveland follows: Amerling, Bocklin, Bonnard, 
Bouguereau, Breitner, Constable, Corot, Courbet, David, Degas, Gauguin, Gerome, van Gogh, 
Hackert, Manet, Meissonier, Monet, Pissarro, le Douanier Rousseau, Turner, Vuillard, and 
Waldmiiller. 

Lawrence M. Berman, curator of Egyptian and Ancient Near Eastern Art, collaborated 
with curatorial assistant Kenneth Bohac on the Egyptian catalogue. Within chronological 
sections, the writers have organized the works of art into such categories as sculpture and 
painting, stone vessels, seals, amulets, pottery, faience and glass vessels, jewelry, scarabs, papyri, 
and funerary equipment. A small but very choice and representative collection, CMA’s Egyptian 
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holdings include such royal portraits as a rare Dynasty 5 sculpture of King Userkaf, a naturalistic 
(Dynasty 12) depiction of Amenemhat III, a portrait head of Amenhotep III (Dynasty 18) wearing 
the blue crown, and another of the same ruler wearing the round wig. Two of the most expansive 
entries are those devoted to the museum’s lavishly decorated coffins of Bakenmut and 
Nesykhonsu (late Dynasty 21-early Dynasty 22). 

Recent CMA books on its collection include Masterworks of Asian Art ( 1 998), Arms and 
Armor (also 1 998) and Catalogue of Photography ( 1 996).
